TWO FLIERS DIK IN PLANE 
CRASH AT MAXWELL FLILELD 
MONTGOMERY, July 30.—Max- 

well field officials today were in- 

vestigating an airplane crash in 
which Corp. Lawrence A. Duncan, 

26, and Private Frank C. White, 

21, were instantly killed here ear- 

ly yesterday morning. 

Duncan and White were flying 
their daily weather observation 
flight, and left the field at 3:55 
a.m. Nothing was heard from 
them, although they usually con- 
tacted the meteorological station 
by radio at irregular intervals, 
and at eight o'clock, an aerial and 
ground search was started. 

The bodies were found at 11 
o'clock in the Catoma swamp, 
about five miles south of the city. 
The plane was smashed and in- 
vestigating officials said it was 
doubtful if the cause of the crash 
ever would be determined. Duncan 
was decapitated. Both men wore 
parachutes, but apparently made 
no effort to use them, 

One theory was that Duncan, 
who was piloting, lost his way in 
the low lying fog banks. Another 
was that he become unconscious 
at a high altitude.

WARNING SOUNDED AGALNSE 
TYPHOLD FEVER IN ALABAMA 


MONTGOMERY, Ala,-Extraor- 
dinary precautions throughout Ala- 
bama to prevent typhoid fever 
from resuming its former position 
as one of the major public health 
problems have been urged by Dr. 
J. N,. Baker, State Health Officer, 
in connection with intensive ef- 


| forts now under way to stamp out 
{two “explosive” typhoid epidemics, 


These epidemics recently broke 
out in Decatur and Phenix City 
and several deaths already have 
occurred among the total of about 
three score cases of typhoid re- 
ported, In each instance the epi- 
demie was traced to contaminated 
water supply and lack of proper 
sanitation, although Dr, Baker em- 
phasized that the city water sup- 
plies of both Decatur and Phenix 
City were pure, 

Residents of both affected areas 
were obtaining their water for 
drinking and cooking from shallow 
wells or polluted springs, which 
outwardly were clean, In one sec- 
tion city water had been cut off 
for non-payment of bills, Condi- 
tions have been remedied in these 
cities, and Dr, Baker urged that 
other seetions, both urban and 


jrural, make sure their water sup- 


plies were pure, 
Construction of sanitary facili- 
ties for rural homes at safe dis- 


ly advocated, the health officer 
pointing out that such facilities 
may be built at relatively low cost 
“compared to a case or death from 
typhoid fever.” 

“First of all, however, every 
member of the family should be 
protected against typhoid by vac- 
cination,’ Dr. Baker declared. 
“very citizen must also insist 


/that the county health authorities 


are adequately supported so that 
they may give proper supervision 
of all milk supplies, as well as food 
and eating establishments.” 

Typhoid caused only 119 deaths 
in Alabama last year, against ap- 
proximately 1,000 in 1917, before 
the State health department's ser- 
vices were developed to their 
present high level. Dr. Baker 
said the two recent epidemics were 
directly attributable to the de- 
pression, and that “extraordinary” 
precautions are necessary to pre- 
vent similar occurrences in other 
sections of Alabama.

(1) The number of acres of 
cotton and the number of bales 
produced each year since 1928 on 
the farm you are cultivating this 
year. 

(2) The name and address of 
each of your tenants who have 
not signed contract and the num- 
ber of acres of cotton each is 
growing this year. 

Please be able to give the above 
information. Your application can- 
not be filled without it. It is im- 
portant for you to go to the meet- 
ing scheduled for your beat, as all 
the papers necessary in filing your 
application will be there.

| STATE MUST HELP BAK 


RELIEF BURDEN OF FERA 


WASHINGTON, July 30 In an 


lefYort to throw upon the States 


some of the burden for relief next 


}year the Federal Emergency lk 


lief Administration announced 
Monday that it will undertake an 
exhaustive survey of the resources 
und tax possibilities of all State 
county and municipal governments 

The FERA has set up the ma 
chinery for an investigation in 
Alabama which will embrace & 
study of the State's tax structure 
and its potential resources investi 
gators will go into every county 
and municipality in an effort to 
obtain the desired information, The 


;atudy will be conducted by especi 


ally trained experts in the field of 
frovernment and taxation 
Figures compiled by the FERA 


i}show that the State of Alabama 


received $6,821,266 in grants from 
the Federal Government from May 
23, 1985, to December 31, 193%. In 
the same period the State of Ala 
bama did not contribute one cent 
to the reliaf budget and Alabama 
loeal governments contributed on 
ly $247,180. In the first six months 


of this year the Federal Govern- 
} ment made grants to Alabama ag 


gregating $12,772,112, making a 
grand total of $19,593,378 whieh 
has been given to Alabama from 
May 23, 1933, to June 30, 1934, 
There are no figures available here 
to indicate what amounts were 
contributed by the State of Ala- 
bama or its local governments to- 
ward the 1984 relief program, 
The FERA has made it plain 
that the States must provide more 
money for relief in 1935 if the re- 
lief program is to be carried on 
at anything like the rate that it 
is being conducted today. Ala- 
bama, it is felt, will-have to make 
definite large contributions to the 
relief budget if the work is to be 
carried on without curtailment. 
The message, which Aubrey Wil- 
liams, acting administrator, car- 
ried to the Governors at Mackinac 
Island last week, was in the nature 
of a warning to State Govern- 
ments to prepare to bear their 
fair share of the relief burden that 
the Federal Government could not 
continue to spend at the 1934 rate. 
The FERA. points out that 42 State 
Legislatures will meet next Winter 
and the data which is to be as- 
sembled through the studies now 
underway will be used for the pur- 
pose of obtaining favorable legis- 
lative action on rehef programs. 
The survey is to be under direction 
of Lent D. Upson, formerly of the 
Detroit Bureau of Governmental 
Research, and a recognized author- 
ity in the field. He will send field 
agents in Alahama and all other 
States to obtain the necessary 
data on which to pass the propos- 
ed cooperative Federal and State 
relief program for 1935.
